of production Is the same, but the re- 
sults are different. 
Why not, then,

If 
proper 
cultural methods are 


practiced and good, registered seed 
srown, there should be no difficulty 
in securing- yields of sixty-five bushels 
of oats per acre, and In some cases a 
much higher yield may be secured un- 
der favorable conditions. 
This grain 


should give at least sixty per cent 
marketable seed depending of course 
on the season. The price received for 
the best seed raries somewhat de- 
ponding upon supply and demand; 
perhap.s_90 cents per bushel would be 
a ifair average price. .Some growers^ 
however, receive $1.25 per bushe'i 
for small lots of choice soed oats. 
At these figures then, we would have 
39 bushels of seed oats, 26 bushels of 
feeding oats in addition to the straw 
from one acre". 
Or to state the case 


more concret^liy^ the feeding oats 
and straw would almost pay the total 
cost of production, including interes 
on the valuation of the land. 
The 


S9 bushels of seed should give a re 
turn of $30 to |40. If the total yield 
of sixty five buste'ls were sold for 
'eeding purposes it would realize not 
more than $26.

to sell. Thusi if is quite evident that 
seed growing is a fairly remunerative 
msiness.

Agriculture has, in the last year or 
io, spent quite a bit of money in is- 
ulag publications and charts to help 
he farmer to cut down, the summer 
egg 'loss. 
Reductions in the losses 
have been made, but the "bad eggs" 


are to be moved to a new location for 
starting cranberry bogs. 
Several complaints have been filed 
with the state entomologist that dis- 
eases were being transported from 
old cranberry sections to new plant- 
ings. 


The common cranberry disease, 


known as "False Blossom," a leaf 
spot known as exotasidium, and a 
top wilt of the new growth known as 
scherotJnia and the black headed 
worm, sometimes known as the "fire 
worm" will be controlled by these in- 
spection measures, and efforts will be 
made to prevent their introduction 
into new plantings. 
Express companies and railroads 
are forbidden by state 'Jaw to accept 
shipments of nursery stock, includ- 
ing smal fruits, unless they bear an 
official inspection ta 


Cranberry vines for propagation 


should be cleaned of moss, weeds or 
grasses, as well as being free from 
injurious diseases ajid Insects.

Wind Walshes by Motor. 


While the winding ot one's watch 


would seem t" call for only a small 
amount of energy, it assumes a signifi- 
cant aspect when multiplied several 
hundred times, as in the instance of a 
watch-repairing concern in New York 
city, part of whose work it is to wind 
700 or moro watches each day. To fa- 
cilitate the work the firm uses an elec- 
tric motor, whicn drives a small, Mt- 
Hned socket through friction drivfr. It 
is only necessary to start the motor 
and hold the stem of the. watch against 
the felt-lined socket to wind the time- 
piece. When the watch is wound the 
tightened spring overcomes the pres- 
sure between the motor pulley and the 
fraction disk, with tlit- result that slip- 
page takes place. Simple as this elec- 
tric watch-winding equipment is, it has 
replaced several 
roen formerly re- 


quired for the work.

TREASURE IN EARTH 


Buried Timber a -Source of Im- 


mense Revenue. 


' 


Parts 
of New Zealand Particularly 


Rich 
in 
Deposits 
Which

It appears that the recovery and use 


of buried timber is no new thing. For 
hundreds of years the wood of buried 
and submerged trees has been recov- 
ered' and worked among the Swiss 
Alps, and many an English farmer of 
the western counties can point with 
pride to an old cabinet or carved four- 
poster of black bog oak. But, accord- 
lug to Prof. D. W. Fagan, who has 
given much study to the subject, it is 
doubtful If anywhere elso In the world 
there -is so vast an area of buried tim- 
ber of immense size as in the Papa- 
kura valley, near Auckland, New Zea- 
land. 


Beneath the surface of peat, where 


the soil has shrunk in drying or has 
been blown away, the trunks of in- 
numerable kauri trees lie exposed to 
view. For centuries they have been 
covered by the semiliquid peat until 
their branches and crowns have (16-- 
cayed and disappeared. 
Nothing b " 


the solid heartwood of the might: 
trunks remains, and these lie in order- 
ly swaths almost as regular as wheat 
stalks In a newly reaped field. The 
thousand heads all point in one direc- 
tion, as if the forest had fallen under 
the sickle of some giant reaper. 


Like the branches and crowns, the 


soft aapwood that once surrounded the 
solid heart-wood of the living trees has 
long since disappeared; so in estimat- 
ing the original size these must be 
made a considerable addition to the 
present measurements. Many of the 
logs today show a girth of over sixty 
feet and a length of eighty or ninety 
feet of straight timber free from knot 
or branch. 


Everywhere about the swamp there 


are excavations where workmen are 
uncovering the timber. They scoop pits 
in the peat on each side of the trunk 
for the sawyers to work in. The men 
wield huge cross saws and cut the tree 
into shorter lengths for the mill. Then 
the grips of a "forest devil" are at- 
tached to one of the sections. There 
is a rattle and clank of machinery, a 
groan and strain of pulleys, a roar of 
steam and the great log is torn from 
its bed of centuries, swung on a trolley 
and hauled away on its last journey to 
the mills.

fREASURFlPTEARTH 


Buried Timber a Source of im- 


mense Revenue., 


Parts of 
New Zealand Particularly 


Rich 
in 
Deposits 
Which 
Have 


More Material Value Than 


Coal or Gold. 


It appears that the recovery and use 


of buried timber is no new thing. !• or 
hundreds of years the wood of buried 
and submerged trees has been recov- 
ered and worked among the Swiss 
Alps, and many an English farmer of 
the western counties can point with 
pride to an old cabinet or carved four- 
poster of black bog oak. But. accord- 
ing to Prof. D. W. Pagan, who has 
given much study to the subject, it is 
doubtful if anywhere else in the world 
there is so vast an area of buried tim- 
ber of immense size a* in the Papa- 
kura valley, near Auckland, New Zea- 


^Beneath the surface of peat, where 
the soil has shrunk in drying or has 
been blown away, the trunks of in- 
numerable kauri trees lie exposed to 
view 
For centuries they have been 


covered by the semiliquid peat until 
their branches and crowns have de-_ 
cayed and disappeared. 
Nothing l>v| 


the solid heartwood of the mightF! 
trunks remains, and these lie in order- 
ly swaths almost as regular as wheat 
stalks in a newly reaped field. The 
thousand heads all point in one direc- 
tion as if the forest had fallen under 
the sickle of some giant reaper. 


Like the branches and crowns, the 


soft sapwood that once surrounded the 
solid heartwood of the living trees has 
long since disappeared; so in estimat- 
ing the original size there must be 
made a considerable addition to the 
present measurements. Many of the 
logs today show a girth of over sixty 
feet and a length of eighty or ninety 
feet of straight timber free from knot 
or branch. 


Everywhere about the swamp there 


are excavations where workmen are 
uncovering the timber. They scoop pita 
in the peat on each side of the trunk 
for the sawyers to work in. The men 
wield huge cross saws and cut the tree 
into shorter lengths for the mill. Then 
the grips of a "forest devil" are at- 
tached to one of the sections. 
There 


is a rattle and clank of machinery, a 
groan and strain of pulleys, a roar of 
steam and the great log is torn from 
its bed of centuries, swung on a trolley 
and hauled away on its last journey to 
the mills. 


Tlio cut timber is porfuctly sound

For the 
first time in years the senate of the 
United States is showing a disposi- 
tion to limit debate and it is doing 
this by the general consent of all the 
senators.

April 18 was a huge surprise to the 
representatives sitting in the lower 
house because they had made up their 
minds that their colleagues of the up- 
per house would discuss the army bill 
at least until the middle of May. The 
navy bill probably will be put through 
the house by April 25, and it is un- 
derstood that the senate will give it

Tho house and senate army bills are 


so different in their nature that some 
little time will be taken up in confer- 
ences in order to secure an agreement 
in the form of a compromise, but al- 
ready the plans for yielding herS and 
insisting there are being formulated 
and it seems as if by the time the 
conferees meet there will be a pretty 
good general understanding concern- 
ing the paragraphs on which each 
house is willing to give way. 


Senate Feared Cloture. 


The discussion concerning the ad- 


visability of adopting a rule limiting 
debate in the senate was sufficient to 
make the senators believe that if dis- 
cussions were extended beyond rea- 
sonable limits, the 
rule eventually 


would be adopted and of course en- 
forced. 
It is generally recognized in 


Washington that the fear of the intro- 
duction and passage of a drastic res- 
olution in the senate to cut debates 
is largely responsible for the short- 
ness of the speeches in the upper 
house at this session and for the pres- 
ent showing of a desire to get things 
through as quickly as possible. 


Of course there is still a good deal 


of work ahead of congress. It must 
be understood, 
.however, that 
the 


house can dispose of its work quickly. 
If the senate continues to manifest the 
same spirit of speed that it is showing 
today, there seems to be little doubt 
that even with the.many legislative 
measures still on tho calendar, ad- 
journment may be about the middle of 
the first summer, which means six 
days in advance of the time when the 
almanac's summer begins. 


Not many of the big appropriation 


bills have been passed as yet, but the 
house 
makes 
comparatively 
short 


work of the supply measures, and it 
always has been the rule in the sen- 
ate to spend less time on appropria- 
tions than on any other measures of 
moment. 


Immigration Bill in Doubt. 


The immigration bill has passed the 


house by a majority big enough to 
make it seem assured that even if 
President Wilson shall 
interpose a 


veto it will be passed despite his ac- 
tion by tiie members of the lower 
house. In the senate, however, there 
is some doubt about this immigration 
matter and the fact that there is a 
doubt shows how sentiment suddenly 
may change. The immigration bill con- 
tains a literacy clause, which if en- 
acted into law, would prevent the ad- 
mission into this country of immi- 
grants unable to read. 


For many years the senate has 


been strong for this literacy test, 
while the house has not been so eager 
for it. When President Taft vetoed 
an immigration bill because of the in- 
clusion of a literacy test, the senate 
voted to pass the bill over the presi- 
dent's veto, but the house failed so 
to do aud the bill did not become a 
law.

It contains 
the names of the ambassadors, min- 
isters, counselors, secretaries and mili- 
tary and naval attaches who represent 
foreign governments 
in the United 


States. 
Included also in the list are 


the names of the wives of such cf the 
foreign officials as are married, and of 
their daughters who are old enough to 
be in society. 


The diplomats of Washington are di- 


vided into two great classes, ambassa- 
dors and ministers. 
The ambassadors 


rank 
the 
ministers 
aud 
therefore 


the most recently appointed ambassa- 
dor takes precedence over the rank- 
ing minister. The size of the country 
has nothing to do with the rank of its 
representative in Washington. Spain, 
for instance, is represented by an am- 
bassador and while Spain is not one of 
the great powers of the world, its am- 
bassador in Washington would rank 
all the other ambassadors here, pro- 
vided his term of service was longer 
than that of any from the other coun- 
tries. 


It happens that at the present time 


J. J. Jusserand, ambassador extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary of 
France, is the ranking foreign repre- 
sentative in this city. Mr. Jusserand 
has been here for thirteen years. When 
he came to Washington he was at the 
bottom of the list of ambassadors, but 
as those who ranked him have gone to 
other scenes he has gradually gone up 
until he is at the head of the list. 


The second ranking ambassador is 


Count J. H. von Bernstorff of Ger- 
many.

so different in their nature that some 
little; time will be taken up in confer- 
eiiccH in order to secure an agreement 
in tin.) form of a compromise, but al- 
ready the plans for yielding here and 
insisting there aro being formulated 
and it seems as if by tho time the 
confert-es meet there will be a pretty 
good general understanding concern- 
ing the paragraphs on which each 
house is; willing to give way.

If the seriate -continues to manifest the 
same spirit of speed that it is showing 
today, there seems to be little doubt 
that even with the many legislative 
measures still on tho calendar, ad- 
journment may bo about the middle of 
the tlrst summer, which means six 
days in advance of the time when the 
almanac's summer begins.

bills have been passed as yet, but the 
house 
makes 
comparatively short 


work of the supply measures, and it 
always has been the rule in the sen- 
ate to spend less time on appropria- 
tions than on any other measures of 
moment.

neutral nations who wont into Serbia 
at the time of the dreadful outbreak 
there of the fearful 
disease called 


typhus. 
Mr. Bicknell wus in Serbia 


when the disease was at its height, 
and as there was no known preventive, 
as there is in case of typhoid fever and 
smallpox, the chances that he would 
take the disease certainly were nine in 
ten. 


It was while Mr. Bicknell was in 


Serbia that tho work of overcoming 
the typhus was undertaken, a work 
that finally was successful. The dis- 
ease spread through every hamlet in 
the country. 
All the Americans in 


Serbia were in hourly danger of the 
disease. 
To be bitten by one of the 


insects which already had bitten a 
typhus patient meant almost certain 
death. 
Many Americans died, among 


them some oC the finest young physi- 
cians that this country held. For days 
and days the head of the Red Cross 
was in the midst of this scene of'dan- 
ger, but somehow he came through 
unscathed.

Washington is a little pamphlet issued 
every month by the state department 
and which bears on its cover the sim- 
ple title "Diplomatic List." It contains 
the names of the ambassadors, min- 
isters, counselors, secretaries and mili- 
tary and naval attaches who represent 
foreign governments in the United 
States. 
Included also in the list are 


the names of the wives of such cf the 
foreign officials as are married, and of 
their daughters who are old enough to 
be in society. 


The diplomats of Washington are di- 


vided into two great classes, ambassa- 
dors and ministers. The ambassadors 
rank 
the 
ministers and 
therefore 


the most recently appointed ambassa- 
dor takes precedence over the rank- 
ing minister. The size of the country 
has nothing to do with the rank of its 
representative in Washington. Spain, 
for instance, is represented by an am- 
bassador and while Spain is not one of 
the great powers of the world, its am- 
bassador in Washington would rank 
all the other ambassadors here, pro- 
vided his term of service was longer 
than that of any from the other coun- 
tries. 
It happens that at the present time 


J. J. Jusserand, ambassador extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary of 
France, is .the ranking foreign repre- 
sentative in this city. Mr. Jusserand 
has been here for thirteen years. When 
he came to Washington he was at the 
bottom of the list of ambassadors, but 
as those who ranked him have gone to 
other scenes he has gradually gone up 
until he is at the head of the list. 


The second ranking ambassador is 


Count J. H. von Bernstorff of Ger- 
many.

With imports of rags from Europe 
practically cut off because of the war 
and the scarcity of rags in this mar- 
ket more pronounced than ever be- 
fore, the paper manufacturers of this 
country say they are facing a crisis 
The rag dealers, on the other hand 
assert that the paper manufacturers 
are maintaining high prices while 
the prices of raw material are de- 
clining. 


While the rag market affects man- 


ufacturers of writing and book pa- 
per principally, the pulp market main- 
ly affects the news, bag and express 
paper industry. 
The principal sour- 


ces of pulp supply are Canada and 


New York and New Eng- 
northern 
Valid. 


According to L. D. Post, editor of 


the Paper Mill and Wood Pulp News 
the war has cut off imports of rags to 
an alarming degree, and it is now 
practically impossible to obtain in 
tins- country a supply of rags suffi- 
cient for the needs of the manufac- 
turers of the better grades of paper.

ATTEMPTED TO LANDnARMS 


London, April 27—The official com- 


munication issued here on Tuesday 
concerning the situation in Dublin 
says: 


'At noon yesterday serious disturb- 


ances broke cut in Dublin. A large 
party of men identified with the Sinn 
Fein party, mostly armed, occupied 
Stephen's Green and took posscslon 
forcibly of the post office, where they 
cut the telegraph and telephone wires. 
Houses also were occupied 
in Ste- 


phen's Green, SacKville street, Abbey 
street and along the quays. 


"In the course of the day soldiers 


arrived from the Curragh and the situ- 
ation is now well in hand. So far as 
is known here three military officers, 
lour or five .soldiers, two loyal volun- 
teers and two policemen have been 
killed and four or five military officers 
and ?ix volunteers wounded. No ex- 
act informatior has been received of 
the casualties on the side of the Sinn 
Feiners. 


"Reports received from Cork, Lim- 


erick, Ennis, Tralee and Tipperary 
show that no disturbances of any kind 
have- occurred in these localities." 


Augustine Birre'.l, chief 
secretary 


for Ireland, announced in tho house of 
commons the disturbances in Dublin. 
Ho added that troops had been sent to 
the Irish capital and that tho situation 
was now well in hand. 


Ho declared that tho rebels were in 


possession of four, or five parts of tho 
city. 


Rioting broke out afresh after sol- 


diers arriving from Curragh put down 
tho first rebellion, ho said, but those 
also had been quelled. 
Ho said at 


iirst ho understood the soldiers had 
recaptured 
the 
Dublin 
post 
office, 


which was taken by the rebels in tho 
first outbreak, but tho interruption of 
teiegrapic communication prevented 
his giving details. 


He gave assurances that lh« situ- 


ation was well in hand. 
Several ar- 


rests had been made In Dublin, but he 
could not give th:> names, ho said. 


The raid by German warships, the 


first since tho bombardment of Scar- 
borough and Hartlepoo! on December 
16, 1914, was at once connected in tho 
public mind with tho outbreak in Dub- 
lin, Sir Roger Casement's attempted 
landing on, the Irish coast and the 
midnight Zeppelin raid. 


Tho general opinion was that the 


Germans planned a three-anglo cam- 
paign of terrorism, counting upon first 
starting an uprising in Ireland and 
then descending upon the east coast 
with cruisers and Zeppellcs 


It Is believed that thb Germans, 


using Sir Roger Casement as a tool, 
carefully planned in advance a revo- 
lution, counting upon Sir Roger's dra- 
matic appearance at the head of a 
German force to sweep tho country. 


HOW RUSSIAN TROOPS REACHED FRANCE 


Vessel Under Guise of a Neutral Mer- 


chant Ship Failed to Carry Out 
Plans and Was Sunk—Proposed Al- 
liance with U. P.? 


London, April 26.—Sir Roger Case- 


ment, the Irish separatist leader, has 
been captured from a German ship 
which attempted to land arms In Ire- 
land and was sunk, it was officially 
announced. 


The official announcement says: 
"During the period between the aft- 


ernoon of April 20 and the afternoon 
of April 21 an attempt to land arms 
and ammunition in Ireland was made 
by a vcbsel under the guise of a neu- 
tral merchant ship, but which in real- 
ity was a German auxiliary, in con- 
junction with a German submarine. 


"The auxiliary sank and a number 


of prisoners were made, among whom 
•was Sir Roger Casement." 


Sir Roger, a knight and formerly a 


British pensioner, has been a source 
of concern to the British government 
since a few months after the declara- 
tion of war, when it became known 
that he had gone to Berlin and was 
working in the German cause. 


It was then reported that he had 


opened negotiations between the Ger- 
man government and the anti-English 
party in Ireland. It was said he had 
obtained assurances that if a German 
army invaded Ireland all native Insti- 
tutions would be respected. 


Early in 1915 his pension of £400, 


granted to him by the government as 
a retired consular official, was can- 
celed on charges that ho was disloyal. 
Shortly afterward he published in Ber- 
lin an open letter to Sir Edward Grey, 
British foreign minister, charging the 
British government with offering his 
servant a bribe of £3,000 for his cap- 
ture or death. 


He was also understood to have pro- 


posed an alliance between Germany, 
Ireland and the United States, but this 
was neve" confirmed.

Mutton tallow is considered excel- 


lent to soften the hands, 
It may be 


rubbed on at any time when the hands 
are perfectly dry, but the best time 
is when retiring, and an old pair of 
soft, large gloves thoroughly covered 
on the inside with the tallow can be 
worn through the night. 
Those who 


suffer from badly chapped hands will 
find this comforting. 


Another effective remedy is to rub 


the hands well in dry oatmeal after 
every washing. 


To remove stains rub a. slice of raw 


potato upon the stains or wash the 
hands in lemon juice. 


Above all things, be as particular 


as possible regarding the quality of 
the soap ycu use, as cheap soap is the 
worst enemy of a dainty hand. When 
hard soaps must be used always wear 
rubber gloves, which can be purchased 
at littie expense.
